Solving W atermelon Problem*. 
Farmers Bulletin No. 1394, U. 
S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture, 
deals with watermelon problems, 
such as soils, fertilizers, pruning, 
diseases—such as root-knot, an­ 
thracnose, 
stem-end 
rot. 
An­ 
thracnose is usually observed after 
prolonged rains, its presence be­ 
ing detected by dark spots appear­ 
ing on the leaves, causing them to 
died end the disease 
eventually 
reaching the melons. 
The disease 
may be held in check by spraying 
with Bordeaux mixture 2-2-60. The 
mixture is made of copper sul­ 
phate, quick-lime and water. 
For 
spraying other than watermelons, 
cherry, and peach, use the 4-4-50 
formula as a fungicide.
